EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-6 and 8-14 (renumbered claims 1-13) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 8, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to 
teach or reasonably suggest a control means that detects charging of a rechargeable power supply 
of the image pickup device by the external record device and a transfer processing means for 
transferring the image data to the external record device in response to the detection of charging. 

As for claim 6, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest speed control means for decreasing a rotational speed of a platter forming the 
hard disk device when the image data transferred is saved on the hard disk device and under a 
condition in which a voice is recorded at the image pickup device when the image pickup device 
is commanded for image pickup and the connection detecting means detects that the image 
pickup device is connected to the external record device. 

With regard to claims 9, 10, 12, and 13, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior 
art fails to teach or reasonably suggest the step of detecting charging of a rechargeable power 
supply of the image pickup device by the external record device; step of transferring first image 
data, corresponding to a first image, from a given record medium of the image pickup device to 
the external record device automatically in response to detection of the charging by the external 
record device.
